Marylanders At Saratoga 

E. P. Taylor, owner of the Windfields Farm 
in Chesapeake City, was both the leading con¬ 
signor and leading buyer among Marylanders 
at the Saratoga yearling sales held early this 
month. 

Mr. Taylor sold 13 head for $987,000, and 
purchased three for $325,000. Among the year¬ 
lings he sold, his biggest price came for a 
colt by Northern Dancer out of Fleur for whom 
John Fellows as agent bid $250,000. Mr. Tay¬ 
lor’s most expensive purchase was a filly by 
Nijinsky II for which he bid $170,000. 

Maryland’s second place consignor was Ralph 
H. Retler who sold four (including one in 
partnership with Sylvester Veitch) for $121,- 
000. His top price was $49,000 for a Bold 
Hour filly which he owned in partnership with 
Mr. Veitch. 

Second largest Maryland buyer at Saratoga 
was Mrs. Samuel M. Pistorio, who went to 
$134,000 to obtain two colts and a filly. Mrs. 
Pistorio paid $45,000 for a Buckpasser filly, 
$45,000 for a Native Charger colt and $44,000 
for a Nearctic colt. 

Other Maryland purchasers include Vantage 
Farm (three for $82,000), True Davis (three 
for $59,000), Frank A. Bonsai, Jr. (one for 
$49,000), Mrs. Albert Lowenthal (one for 
$31,000), and Dr. Jean R. Poirier (one for 
$15,000). 

Maryland’s other consignors included Mrs. 
Daniel H. Welford (in partnership with Derry 
Meeting Farm), who received $80,000 for a 
Bold Reason filly, Glade Valley Farms (two for 
$75,000), Foxleigh Farm (one for $64,000), 
Alder Branch Farm (one for $44,000), Mrs. 
Milton J. Dance, Jr. (one for $25,000), Dr. 
and Mrs. William T. Spence (one for $23,000) 
and Albert Lowenthal (in partnership with 
Edmarve Farm), who received $15,000 for the 
Spring Double filly purchased by Dr. Poirier. 

Totals for the entire sale revealed a drop in 
both gross sales and average prices. 

There were 224 yearlings sold during the 
four-night auction. They brought $8,337,000 
for an average price of $37,219. Last year, 226 
sold for $9,654,200, an average of $42,718. 

The 13 per cent decline in average price 
from the 1973 auction followed the trend set 
in July at Keeneland where a drop of 5.8 per 
cent was recorded. At Keeneland the average 
was $53,489, compared to $56,814 last year.

Happy Days 
Are Here Again

Remember the halcyon days of Alfred G. 
Vanderbilts Sagamore Farm? 

Back there 20 years or so ago when Find 
was winning $803,615, Native Dancer earning 
$785,240, Social Outcast $668,300, Next Move 
$398,550 and Bed o’ Roses $383,925? 

It has been a long time since the 585-acre 
Baltimore county farm produced horses of such 
quality—in fact Native Dancer was Vander¬ 
bilt’s most recent colorbearer to reach the 
$300,000 plateau in earnings, and that great 
gray champion was a foal of 1950. 

But as every horseman fully realizes, luck 
runs in cycles. 

Mr. Vanderbilt may have been down on his 
luck for most of the last two decades, but right 
now Sagamore is at the top of the Maryland 
breeding industry once again. And the beauty 
of it all is that his stable keeps improving. 

The key horse in the ‘new” Sagamore is 
Native Dancer who died in 1967. 

Everywhere you read about racing you find 
Native Dancer’s blood catching the headlines. 


Take, for example, the recently concluded 
Keeneland Summer Sales. A colt consigned 
by Leslie Combs set a new world record for 
a yearling sold at public auction when he 
brought $625,000. The colt is by Raise a 
Native, a son of Native Dancer. 

Or, on the racing front, look at the $50,000 
Minuteman Handicap run last month at Liberty 
Bell. It was won by Entremont Farm’s good 
Maryland-bred 3-year-old Sherby who is a son 
of Dancer’s Image, who is a son of Native 
Dancer. 

Then there was Augustin Stable’s Northern 
Fling who last month won Monmouth’s $35,000 
Longfellow Handicap. Northern Fling is a 4- 
year-old by Northern Dancer who is out of a 
Native Dancer mare. 

The list seems almost endless—Little Cur¬ 
rent, winner of the Preakness and Belmont, is 
by * Sea-Bird who is by Dan Cupid who is by 
Native Dancer. Jolly Johu, runner-up in the 
Belmont, is by Restless Native who is by 
Native Dancer. Ruffian, the nation’s current 
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Right, young Alfred Vanderbilt and 
his longtime trainer Joseph H. (Bud) Stotler, 
whose most famous charge was Discovery. 

Among the 25 stakes winners sired 
by Discovery (below) was Find, who earned 
$803,615 for Vanderbilt. His grandsons 
include Native Dancer and Bold Ruler. 

At the first turn in the 1953 Preakness 
Native Dancer (fourth, on the rail) takes aim 
on leader Dark Star, who had handed 
him his only defeat in the Derby that year.

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2-year-old leader, is out of a Native Dancer 
mare. 

Unfortunately for Mr. Vanderbilt none of 
these descendants of Native Dancer flies the 
cerise and white diamonds of Sagamore Farm— 
but when lightning is hitting that close, well, 
it has to happen sooner or later. 

This year Mr. Vanderbilts racing stable 
has campaigned five stakes-winners—Splitting 
Headache, Dundee Marmalade, New Alibhai, 
Scrimshaw and North Sea. Excluding 2-year- 
olds (none of which has as yet started), 
Vanderbilt’s racing stable consists of 22 horses, 
almost 25 per cent of which are stakes winners. 

As far as trainer Bob Lake was concerned 
the Vanderbilt stable suffered a major setback 
in June when North Sea fractured a bone in 
his left forefoot. But the racing stable’s loss 
is the farm’s gain. North Sea, a son of Nearctic 
and the Native Dancer mare Look Ma, will 
prove a tremendously popular stallion at Saga¬ 
more next spring. 

Winner of $239,000, North Sea captured 
four stakes. 

Says farm manager Ralph Mcllvaine: "We’ve 
put a low stud fee of only $5,000 on him. But 
we’ll screen those applications right thoroughly. 
We want to get the best possible mares and 
start him off right.” 

North Sea will share the Sagamore stallion 
barn next year with Restless Native, Tinajero 
and Elephant Walk. The stud fees for both 
Restless Native and Tinajero will be hiked for 
the 1975 season, the former going to $7,500 
and the latter to $5,000. Except for Tinajero 
(owned by the Clinton Stables) all the stallions 
were bred and are owned by Vanderbilt. 

Restless Native, a son of champion Native 
Dancer and champion Next Move, began his 
career at a $500 fee. He is currently Maryland’s 
leading sire and ranks 15th nationally. 

Amazingly enough Mr. Vanderbilt has yet 
to win a stakes race with an offspring of Rest¬ 
less Native. 

His current racing stable includes three sons 
of the big gray stallion but two are 2-year-olds 
(both unraced) and the third is a 3-year-old 
named Promotion who was second in a maiden 
race at Saratoga early this month. 

"Were beginning to hear good things about 
Promotion,” says farm manager Mcllvaine. 
"He’s out of Ivory Tower, the dam of Scrim¬ 
shaw. He could be a good one.” 

Regarding Vanderbilt’s twelve 2-year-olds, 
Mcllvaine says: "Every darned one of them 
bucked his shins. Not one of them has started. 


Mcllvaine On Trainers 

Asked to comment on the importance 
of trainers in the makjng of a good 
horse, Ralph Mcllvaine, himself a life¬ 
long trainer, replied: "Nobody can con¬ 
vince me that it takes a smart man to 
train horses. A good horse is like a loaded 
shotgun. All you’ve got to do is pull the 
trigger. Not even the world’s dumbest 
trainer can stop a good horse from win¬ 
ning. 

"Where a good trainer shows his abil¬ 
ity is in keeping unsound horses at the 
top of their form. Take Sherrill Ward 
for example. The way he keeps going 
with Forego is incredible. Why if you’d 
see Forego you’d bet he couldn’t walk 
from one stall to the next. That’s what 
I call the mark of a good trainer.” 


In fact right now we’ve got all 12 of them 
here on the farm being blistered.” 

As they recover from their baby ailments 
the 2-year-olds will resume training under 
Mcllvaine’s supervision on the farm. There are 
currently 90 horses in the training barn at 
Sagamore—78 of which are outsiders being 
conditioned at a per diem charge of $16. 

With Mcllvaine and his assistant, Buddy 
Troyer, handling the training on the farm’s 
six-furlong track, Sagamore is a busy place. 
"I’m on the job every morning by 5:15 or 
5:30,” says the 67-year-old farm manager. 
"After all, I’m used to it. Up until last April, 
I never knew anything except the race track. 
When you’re a trainer all your life, working 
early in the morning comes kinda natural to 
you.” 

In addition to the 90 horses in the racing 
barn at Sagamore, the farm has another 60 
broodmares and yearlings. "If you counted the 
foals,” says Ralph, "then I guess we’d have over 
200 horses here.” Vanderbilt himself owns 28 
of the broodmares and Mcllvaine is pleased to 
report that 23 of them are in foal. 

Notable among these broodmares is Cold 
Comfort, a 7-year-old daughter of Nearctic 
who conceived on one cover (May 13) to 
Secretariat. Cold Comfort earned $259,000 
while winning six stakes. 

Vanderbilt was one of the original share¬ 
holders in the Secretariat syndicate. He also 
owns shares in Northern Dancer, National, 
Rambunctious, Cyane, Fleet Nasrullah, Forward 
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Jerry FrutkofJ

Pass, *Le Fabuleux, Prince John, One for All 
and Nostrum. 

Visits by Mr. Vanderbilt to his Maryland 
farm are infrequent and brief. But he’s at his 
Belmont Park barn at 6 o’clock every morning 
—seven days a week. 

The first horse to carry Vanderbilt’s colors 
to a stakes victory was Discovery in 1934. 
Since then he has campaigned 73 other stakes 
winners and as a breeder has produced 63 
stakes winners. 

Up until the development of the Chesapeake 
City area as a horse center by Mrs. Richard C. 
duPont and E. P. Taylor, Vanderbilt stood alone 
as Maryland’s leading breeder. Also in the 
1960’s came a challenge from the Frederick 
area when Glade Valley Farms moved into 
contention for leading Maryland honors. 

But now the pendulum seems to be swinging 
back strongly towards AGV. 

For the first half of the 1974 season he was 
Maryland’s leading owner as well as its leading 
breeder. And just as Calumet Farm once owed 
its dominance of the national scene to Bull Lea, 
Mr. Vanderbilt now is indebted to one great, 
magnificent gray stallion—Native Dancer, a 
son of Polynesian and Geisha. 
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Outstanding Juvenile 
Best Yet For Stuart 


Although not Maryland-bred, filly is 
owned and trained by Marylanders. 


The mountains faced in life by mortal man 
seem never to have caused Stuart Symington 
Janney, Jr., much of a problem. 

The 67-year-old master of Locust Hill Farm 
last month climbed yet another peak when his 
2-year-old filly Ruffian attained almost unani¬ 
mous recognition as one of the best juvenile 


fillies to appear on the American scene in the 
last 20 years. 

Her victory in the $100,000 Sorority Stakes 
at Monmouth Park marked her fourth consecu¬ 
tive triumph, and she has yet to be fully 
extended. In capturing the six-furlong Sorority, 
Ruffian set a new stakes record of 1.09. Earlier, 
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Ruffian

she had twice equaled Belmont Park’s track 
record for 5!/2 furlongs and, in her only other 
start, she missed Aqueduct’s track record for 
5 l /2 furlongs by only one-fifth of a second. 

Although bred by Mr. and Mrs. Janney, 
Ruffian was foaled in Kentucky. 

Explaining his reason for keeping the filly’s 
dam, Shenanigans, in Kentucky, Mr. Janney 
said: "We try to maintain a broodmare band 
of about eight head. All except one or two 
are brought home after the breeding season. But 
we do keep one or two mares year-round in 
Kentucky because we breed them every year 
to Kentucky stallions. It would be nice to have 
them produce Maryland-breds, but, on the other 
hand, the unnecessary vanning back and forth 
from Maryland could lessen their chances of 
conceiving.” 

It is perhaps an ironic circumstance to note 
that Shenanigans (a stakes-placed daughter of 
Native Dancer) was barren the year following 
Ruffian’s birth. She does, however, have a bay 
suckling colt by Buckpasser (for whom the 
name "Watergate” has been reserved) at her 
side. Returned to Ruffian’s sire, Reviewer, after 
foaling the Buckpasser colt on April 9, she 
failed to conceive and is consequently barren 
for the 1975 season. 

Ruffian is the second major stakes winner 
produced by Shenanigans. 

Her first foal was Icecapade, winner of seven 
stakes and $256,468. 

Icecapade, a foal of 1969, was sired by 
Nearctic. He was sold late in his racing career 
by Mr. Janney and now stands at stud in Ken¬ 
tucky.

Shenanigan’s 1970 foal was the Bold Ruler 
filly Laughter who has earned $19,020. In 1971 
the Janneys’ homebred mare produced On to 
Glory, a colt by Bold Lad who was a winner 
at 2 and 3- 

Then, in 1972, Ruffian arrived. 

"I would like to be able to say that I raised 
her at our farm here in Glyndon,” the former 
chairman of the Maryland Racing Commission 
stated, "but the truth is that the only time 
she’s been in Maryland was on a horse van 
traveling to New York. All the credit goes to 
Seth Hancock’s Claiborne Farm. That’s where 
she was foaled and raised.” 

Ruffian is the eighth stakes winner bred by 
the Janneys and the seventh to carry their 
colors at the tracks. Up until Ruffian’s appear¬ 
ance on the scene, Icecapade had been their 
best horse. 

Although none of Shenanigans’ five foals 
is a Maryland-bred, there can be no question 
of Mr. Janney’s loyalty to the State’s racing and 
breeding program. For the Locust Hill Farm 
stable, Kentucky-breds are the exception and 
Maryland-breds the rule. 

Himself a descendant of the first white child 
(Ellin North) born in Maryland, Mr. Janney 
rode four winners of the Maryland Hunt Cup 
(1935, 1942, 1946, 1947)—three of those 
victories coming astride his own horse, Winton. 

Mr. Janney is a former Master of the Green 
Spring Hunt Club and is still a keen rider who 
can usually be found in a forward position 
while hunting his stakes-winning gelding 
Promise (winner of 11 races and $165,000). 
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Ruffian Eighth Stakes Winner Bred By Janneys 


His expertise in the hunting field is such that 
the present joint Master, Mrs. Richard N. 
Jackson, Jr., once stated: "Whenever I have 
any doubts as to which way to take the field, 
I ask Stuart Janney for his advice.” 

Unlike some other ranking sportsmen who 
may have experienced problems in getting 
satisfactory grades in high school and college, 
Mr. Janney, according to his colleagues, almost 
always stood at or near the top of his class. 

A 1925 graduate of Gilman School, he made 
Phi Beta Kappa at Princeton, graduating in 
1929. In 1932 he graduated from Harvard 
Law School. During the year 1931-32, he was 
editor of the Harvard Law Review. 

He became a partner in the law firm of 
Venable, Baetjer and Howard in 1939, and, 
except for the years of World War II, remained 
there until his retirement in 1959. 

During the war he attained the rank of 
captain in the Marine Corps and participated in 
the assault landings at Tarawa, Saipan, Tinian 
and the Battle of Leyte Gulf. 

Elected president of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association in 1959, Mr. Janney is 
today one of the organization’s directors. In 
the annual election of directors, he traditionally 
gains the greatest number of votes among all 
candidates. 

Mr. Janney’s late father, Stuart S. Janney, 
Sr., was a law partner of Albert C. Ritchie, 
long-time governor of the state of Maryland. 
Mr. Janney’s uncle, the late Jervis Spencer, Jr., 
was the first chairman of the Maryland Racing 
Commission and was also the rider of five 
winners of the Maryland Hunt Cup. 

Mrs. Janney keenly shares her husband’s en¬ 
thusiasm for racing and foxhunting. Although 
no longer a member of the Green Spring’s 
hunting field, Mrs. Janney did hunt for many 
years—sometimes astride the great Eastern 
Shore-bred Winton. 

As Ogden Phipps’s sister (and as daughter 
of the late Mrs. Henry Carnegie Phipps), Mrs. 
Janney was born into the world of horses and

hounds. Back during the years when both her 
mother and Bold Ruler were alive, Mrs. Jan¬ 
ney’s traditional birthday present was one free 
service to Mrs. Phipps’s immortal stallion. 

Ruffian is, of course, a granddaughter of Bold 
Ruler, her sire, Reviewer, being by the horse 
who eight times led America’s sire list. Ruffian 
is from Reviewer’s first crop. There is no way 
that the winner of $247,000 could have gotten 
off to a better start as a stallion. 

As for Ruffian’s dam, Shenanigans, she is a 
daughter of another outstanding stallion—the 
late Native Dancer. A foal of 1950, Native 
Dancer stood in Maryland at Alfred G. Vander¬ 
bilt’s Sagamore Farm until his death in 1967. 
Defeated only once in a career consisting of 
22 starts, Native Dancer is now attaining in¬ 
creasing fame through his sons and daughters. 

When one considers that Ruffian has Stuart 
Janney as the owner, Frank Y. Whiteley, Jr., 
as the trainer, Bold Ruler as one grandsire and 
Native Dancer as the other—well, one must 
admit that she was cut out to be a good one. 

But, knowing this, one still could never have 
foreseen Ruffian’s true ability. After only four 
starts, she is champion of her division. By year’s 
end she may well be the best 2-year-old filly 
ever to have passed through Maryland on a 
horse van. □ 
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Horse breeders from nearly a dozen Eastern 
and mid-Western states will converge on 
Timonium next month to sell their yearlings 
in the 14th annual Eastern Fall Sales. 

The two-day auction (September 23-24) is 
a selected sale in that every yearling was 
examined during the months of June and July 
by a representative of the Fasig-Tipton Com¬ 
pany, the auctioneering firm which conducts 
the sale in partnership with the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. 

Each of the yearlings was given a grade 
(either 1, 2 or 3 with, in some cases, a plus 
or minus beside the figure) by the inspector. 
Grade 1 meant an outstanding individual. 
Grade 2 meant acceptable, and Grade 3 non- 
acceptable. 

After the physical examinations were com¬ 
pleted, the inspectors met with the MHBA’s 
Sales Committee and evaluated each horse from 
a pedigree standpoint as well as on conforma¬ 
tion. Pedigrees were rated A (outstanding), 
B (acceptable) and C (unacceptable). As in 
the case of the physical reports, pluses and 
minuses were sometimes added to those letters. 

To get in this years Eastern Fall Sale each 
yearling needed an average grade of B 2. In 
other words, a yearling with a B-minus pedi¬ 
gree and a 2-plus physical report was accept- 


Accompanying him on a typical day of his 
Maryland jaunt were his wife and The Mary¬ 
land Horse photographer Cappy Jackson. 

Cappy’s report on that tour follows: 

Everyone seemed to do his best to please 
Mr. Ensor when he arrived at a farm. Once 
a yearling was led out, he stepped away from 
the animal while attempting to form an overall 
opinion of the individual. 

"If I like him, I try to find out why I 
shouldn’t,” explained Mr. Ensor. "The general 
impression I get of the individual is important. 
I like a sound animal with quality, size, good 
bone and in good condition.” 

While this evaluation was taking place, the 
prospective consignor usually fretted some¬ 
where in the background. "She’s out of a mare 
who has had nothing but winners,” said one 
apprehensive owner. At another farm were 
heard such consignor comments as: "Nice wide 
front and deep girth, don’t you think?” "No 
sign of a parrot mouth on him!” "Good bone, 
eh? Legs straight and clean as a whistle.” 

Such sales pitches are totally ignored by the 
inspector who is intent on his subjective evalua¬ 
tion. 

If, after completing the inspection of a 
yearling, he is asked for comment by the owner, 
Ensor may say such things as: "Well, he’s a

able. A yearling with a B-minus pedigree and 
a 2 physical was unacceptable. 

No C’s or 3’s were taken—even if they were 
matched with a 1 for conformation or an A for 
pedigree. 

Approximately 375 yearlings were nomi¬ 
nated to the sale. Of that group, 250 were 
selected. 

The men who inspected the yearlings were 
Larry Ensor, Ted Bates and Tom Lavery. Mr. 
Ensor, vice-president and general manager of 
Fasig-Tipton, had the heaviest assignment. His 
inspection area covered Maryland and all states 
farther north. 


bit on the small side. But he’s a May foal and 
should grow quite a bit by September.” Or— 
. . yes. He’s a hair straight in the pastern 
and wings a bit on the left. That I believe can 
be corrected in time by proper trimming.” 

Asked if he could give advice to consignors 
regarding their yearlings, Mr. Ensor said: "The 
main problem I run across is a lack of attention 
to trimming of a yearling’s feet. This is es¬ 
pecially true with small hobby breeders. 

"I believe that poor looking yearlings and 
poor housekeeping go together. A well pre¬ 
sented yearling always makes a difference, 
too.” □

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Among breeders pointing yearlings for the 
14th annual Eastern Fall Sales next month 
is a gray-haired Virginia lady who never makes 
much fuss or bother while pocketing more 
money than all other consignors, excepting 
only E. P. Taylor. 

Mr. Taylor stands alone as the Timonium 
auction’s leading consignor. He annually sells 
about 15 yearlings and collects somewhere be¬ 
tween $300,000 and $500,000. 

But how about this efficient, unassuming 
woman from The Plains, Virginia? 

Every year Emilie S. Bromley brings three 
to five yearlings to the auction. And with only 
that small number of horses she has wound 
up either first or second as the sale’s top money¬ 
collecting consignor during each of the past 
five years. 

Miss Bromley was second to Mr. Taylor 
in 1973, 1972 and 1971. In 1970 she led 
all consignors. In 1969 she finished second 
with three yearlings to Bourbon Hills Farm 
which sold 12. 

Intrigued by the consistently high prices 
obtained for her select group of one-year-old 
horses, the writer and his photographer traveled 
last month to Miss Bromley’s Middleground 
Farm located six miles outside of Warrenton. 

What we found at the 100-acre nursery was 
a smiling, gracious lady who is totally dedicated 
to the production of yearlings which last Sep¬ 
tember brought an average price of $35,000 
at the Maryland auction. 

"If I do as well this September,” said the 
Philadelphia-born sportswoman, “my farm will 
be in the black for the fourth consecutive year.” 

And with three outstanding colts and one 
tremendously attractive filly scheduled to be 
sold, there is no reason to believe that the 
1974 yearling crop will in any way disappoint 
Timonium’s buyers. 

In fact the market figures to go up for Miss 
Bromley because of the success of the 3-year- 
old filly Four Bells who won Pimlico’s Hilltop 
Stakes in May, thus becoming the third stakes 
winner sold at the Eastern Fall Sales by Miss 
Bromley. No consignor—not even the famed 
E. P. Taylor’s Windfields Farm—can match 
that record. 

Four Bells, a daughter of Quadrangle and 
Call the Watch, was bought by Mr. and Mrs. 
Albert Lowenthal in the 1972 Eastern Fall 
Sales for $21,000. 

Miss Bromley’s two earlier Eastern Fall Sales 
stakes winners were Solo Landing ($15,000) 


and Holly-O. ($5,000), both purchased by Guy 
H. Burt. 

With only eight broodmares in production, 
Miss Bromley has come close to achieving the 
impossible. 

“I’ve lived here only 11 years,” said Miss 
Bromley. “When I bought this place it was 
nothing but a cow farm. A few strands of 
barbed wire fencing, one house (now occupied 
by her foreman, A1 Struble) and nothing else. 
I had to start from scratch.” 


Stressing quality over quantity, 
small-scale Virginia breeder is 
consistently among leading con¬ 
signors to Eastern Fall Sales.

Constructed by Miss Bromley were miles of 
creosoted board fencing, a large barn and her 
own house in which she lives alone with two 
wire-haired Dachshunds. 

“People laugh at some of the rooms in this 
house,” said Miss Bromley, "but it’s laid out 
exactly the way I wanted it. Here in this room 
(her office) for example are big windows on 
three sides. Now I can sit here and with my 
binoculars (which she keeps always on her 
desk) look out into almost every field and

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see what the horses are up to. Some people 
call this my control tower.” 

Bothered by arthritis in her shoulders, Miss 
Bromley no longer rides, nor for that matter, 
rarely even handles one of her horses. But 
it was as a horse show rider and foxhunter 
that she came into the Thoroughbred business. 

"Horses didn’t really run in my family,” she 
says, "although my uncle John Bromley did 
race under the name of Cedar Farm. As a little 
girl I begged for a pony. One thing led to an-

other and before too long I was out hunting. 
For quite a few years hunting was my biggest 
thrill in life. I used to spend the entire winter 
tn Ireland hunting. When I hunted in this 
country I usually went out with either Picker¬ 
ing or Radnor. 

"When my arthritis got me to the point 
where I couldn’t ride anymore, well, I simply 
moved to this branch of the horse business.” 

Miss Bromley bought a farm in Virginia in 
1958 with her mind made up that she would 


become a commercial horse breeder. In five 
years she found that she had underestimated 
the number of acres needed for such an opera¬ 
tion and, as a result, purchased and remodeled 
her present farm in 1963. 

Perhaps one of Miss Bromley’s most unusual 
practices in her breeding operation is her stead¬ 
fast refusal to breed a mare after the first week 
in May. 

Explaining her reasons, she says: "First of 
all, I want big, well developed yearlings by 
sales time. Second, I don’t like having foals of 
widely different ages. They cause problems. 
Separate pasture fields which means more man¬ 
power which means more cost. Of course, 
this short breeding season does cut down on 
the number of foals I get each year. But if 
the ones I do get turn out to be healthy, strong 
individuals—well, that’s the kind I want to 
send to the auction sales.” 

When she first got into the yearling business 
Miss Bromley sold her crops at Saratoga where 
the late Jim Wiley acted as her agent. But 
soon after the Eastern Fall Sales was created, 
she switched from upper New York State to 
Maryland. 

"A lot of people ask me why I sell at Timon- 
ium instead of Saratoga,” said Miss Bromley, 
"and I answer them ’why should I go 700 miles 
to New York when I can go 90 to Timonium 
and do probably just as well?’ In Maryland I 
know the ropes. At Saratoga I’d be lost. People 
know my horses at Timonium. They come back 
year after year to see my consignment. At 
Saratoga I’d get buried in the shuffle.” 

Miss Bromley is constantly looking for attrac¬ 
tive mares with which to upgrade her opera¬ 
tion and says that on today’s market she ex¬ 
pects to pay a minimum of $30,000. "I get 
most of my mares at Keeneland. The highest 
I ever bid was $60,000, but that mare went 
to somebody else at a higher figure.” 

As for stallions, Miss Bromley is a share¬ 
holder in only one syndicate—the one which 
owns A1 Hattab. Except for this horse, she 
breeds on a live foal basis, usually choosing 
stallions which stand for stud fees ranging 
from $5,000 to $10,000. 

Holly-O., a foal of 1963, was Miss Bromley’s 
first stakes winner. By Victory Morn out of 
Sister Snob by Mr. Busher, the filly went on 
to earn $127,540 in Mr. Burt’s colors while 
accounting for the Black-Eyed Susan Stakes and 
Barbara Fritchie Handicap. 

Solo Landing was foaled in 1964. "I always 
had a feeling about him,” says Miss Bromley.

In Mr. Burt’s colors Solo Landing won the 
Rancocas, Swift (setting a new stakes record), 
Francis Scott Key and Laurel New Year’s Han¬ 
dicap. Although his career was cut short by 
an unfortunate injury, Solo Landing earned 
over $77,000. 

Since both Solo Landing (who has been 
standing at stud in Maryland at Glade Valley 
Farms) and Holly-O. are owned by Mr. Burt, 
it was predictable that they would be bred to 
each other. 

The first foal resulting from this union was 
Soho who through the end of June had won 
once in 19 starts. 


The second foal was Hoso, a 2-year-old filly 
who is undefeated after three starts and is al-

ready a stakes winner. She was sold by Mr. 
Burt for a figure reported to be over $200,000 
before her second victory at Hialeah this past 
spring. 

Says Miss Bromley: "I feel like I own Hoso, 
but I’ve never even seen her. When you breed 
both the sire and dam of a stakes winner, 
well, it kind of does something for you.” 

This year Miss Bromley’s consignment to 
the Eastern Fall Sales consists of the following: 
colt by Hillary out of Coin of the Realm; 
colt by Dewan out of Mirelma; 
colt by Limit to Reason out of Foxiness; 
filly by A1 Hattab out of Call the Watch. 

All are early foals and tremendously well 
grown. The Hillary colt could, in fact, pass for 
a 2-year-old. 

Mares owned by Miss Bromley include Sunny 
Ruler, Mad Cutie, Foxiness, Coin of the Realm, 
Shining Day, Call the Watch, Stirred Up and 
The First Day. 

"From now until my yearlings are sold, I’ll 
be on pins and needles,” says the breeder. "You 
can’t raise horses without some kind of accident 
happening when you least expect it. That’s 
why I hate to leave the farm. It seems that 
whenever I take an hour and a half off to 
go to the grocery store or do some shopping 
that the bottom falls out of something. 

"We had a night to remember just last week. 
It was before dark, thank goodness, but I was 
already dressed in my pajamas and bathrobe. 
Well, two stud ponies got loose from a neigh¬ 
bor’s farm and came over to visit my yearlings. 

"I almost had a fit. There I was outside run¬ 
ning around in my pajamas, not even caring 
about what I had on. All I could think of was 
to get the filly in from the field first. Fortu¬ 
nately only one of my horses got loose in the 
fight and he only got a little hematoma under 
his chest. 

"Nobody can tell me that a commercial 
breeder doesn’t get tense when the sales date 
gets close. It’s different if you’re breeding to 
race for yourself. You don’t mind those little 
cuts and bruises. But if you’re selling yearlings, 
it’s a different game. A tiny cut that gets a 
little infection in it can cost you thousands 
of dollars. Buyers are looking for perfection. 
And since it’s their money, they’ve got a right 
to make their own decisions.”

Maryland-Bred 
Stakes Winners 


Seldom if ever have Maryland-bred horses 
performed as well as they did during the last 
eleven days of July. 

Four Maryland-breds won four major stakes 
at four different tracks during that period, the 
biggest prize being earned by Entremont’s 
Sherby in the $50,000 Minuteman Handicap 
at Liberty Bell. 

Other winners included Augustin Stables 
Northern Fling in the $35,000 Longfellow 
Handicap at Monmouth, Pennyacres Farm’s 
Maybellene in the $30,000 Test at Saratoga 
and Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Scrimshaw in the 
$25,000 Sussex Turf Handicap at Delaware 
Park. 

Sherby, a 3-year-old gray colt by Dancers 
Image out of Lovita H. by Take Away, was gain¬ 
ing his second added-money triumph in the 
mile and a sixteenth Liberty Bell feature. The 
colt was bred by Dr. Jean Poirier who still 
retains a one-third interest in him. Sharing 
interest in Sherby with the physician are A1 
Cohen and David S. Weinberg. The horse is 


Northern Fling 
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named for Mr. Weinberg, an attorney, whose 
middle name is Sherby. 

The colts dam, Lovita H., has produced 
eight other winners, including stakes-winning 
Tearing Around, winner of over $85,000. 

Northern Fling gained his triumph at Mon¬ 
mouth on the same day that Sherby won at 
Liberty Bell. Turning in a game performance 
in the mile and an eighth Longfellow Handicap, 
Northern Fling prevailed by three-quarters of a 
length over Shane’s Prince in the grass test. 

Bred by E. P. Taylor, Northern Fling is by 
Northern Dancer out of Impetuous Lady by 
Hasty Road. The colt has done all of his racing 
for George Strawbridge, Jr.’s Augustin Stable. 

It wasn’t until the Delaware Park meeting 
last year that Northern Fling made his first 
start. He broke his maiden at Saratoga in a 
mile and an eighth test for maidens, 3 years 
old and up. 

Trained throughout his career by Jonathan 
Sheppard, Northern Fling has earned over 
$100,000 during his one full year of racing. 
His stakes victories include the Jennings 
Handicap, Riggs Handicap and the Longfellow 
Handicap. 

Following Northern Fling’s victory in the 
latter race, Sheppard was quoted in the Daily 


Racing Form as saying: "He didn’t come out 
of the race 100 per cent. Because of his pedi¬ 
gree and potential as a stallion, we will be very 
cautious with him until we know more about 
his ailment.” 

Northern Fling is the second foal and first 
stakes winner produced by his dam. 

Maybellene’s triumph in a division of Sara¬ 
toga’s Test Stakes occurred on the last day of 
July. In her previous start the homebred filly 
who is owned and trained by Jim Lewis had 
accounted for Rockingham Park’s Rockette 
Stakes. 

By Fleet Nasrullah out of Linstar by Dark 
Star, Maybellene is the second homebred 3- 
year-old Maryland-bred filly to perform this year 
for Mr. Lewis. Earlier he was winning stakes 
with Heartful, who is now sidelined. 

Fourth of the four Maryland-breds to win 
in late July was Scrimshaw, a hard-hitting 6- 
year-old gelding owned and bred by Mr. Van¬ 
derbilt. The son of Jaipur and Ivory Tower 
captured the mile and three-furlong Sussex Turf 
Handicap at Delaware for the second stakes 
triumph of his career. His first added money 
win occurred two years ago at Saratoga when 
he won the Bernard Baruch.

The filly, a foal of March 20, is likely to 
set a new record for the auction, the existing 
high of $155,000 having been set by the Dr.

The Eastern Fall Sales will be held at Timon- 
ium on September 23 and 24. 


Frank Gabriel Resigns At Laurel 

Frank Gabriel announced early this month 
his resignation at the Laurel race course so 
that he could accept the position of racing 
secretary at the new Neshaminy track which 
is scheduled to open in November. 

Gabriel had been Laurel’s racing secretary 
for the past three years and had already com¬ 
pleted much of the work in preparation for 
the fall meeting which begins October 21. 

John D. Schapiro, Laurel’s president, said 
he wished Gabriel well on his new job, add¬ 
ing "we are now actively seeking a replacement 
who has the same high standards evidenced 
by Frank.” 

The Neshaminy track is being constructed 
at a cost of $30,000,000 and will be located 
outside Philadelphia. When the track is com¬ 
pleted, flat racing at Liberty Bell will be 
discontinued. 

Gabriel is currently a steward at Liberty 
Bell and is also racing secretary at Garden 
State Park. 


Cohen Colt Wins Impressively 

Majestic One, a 2-year-old son of Majestic 
Prince, won his debut impressively at Saratoga 
last month, scoring by four lengths in the 
colors of Mrs. Ben Cohen, wife of Pimlico’s 
secretary-treasurer. 

Competing against maidens in a 5 V 2 furlong 
race, the Maryland-bred was timed in 1.04 3/5 
without being fully extended. Majestic One, 
who was also bred by Mrs. Cohen, is out of 
•Navarone II by Sicambre. 
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Solo Landing’s Daughter 
Our Dancing Girl Takes 
Saratoga’s Schuylerville 


Solo Landing widened his already com¬ 
manding lead as Maryland’s top sire of 2-year- 
olds when his daughter Our Dancing Girl 
captured the first division of the $25,000-added 
Schuylerville Stakes at Saratoga last month. 

Our Dancing Girl, who had previously 
finished third in the Astoria Stakes to Ruffian, 
is the second stakes winner to come from Solo 
Landing’s crop of 30 2-year-olds. His earlier 
juvenile stakes winner was Hoso who captured 



Woodbine’s My Dear Stakes after being pur¬ 
chased from her breeder, Guy H. Burt, for a 
figure reported to be between $200,000 and 
$250,000. 

Owned by Mr. Burt, Solo Landing was 
standing at Glade Valley Farms near Frederick 


until moved this month to Florida. His 1975 
stud fee has been increased to $3,000 live foal. 

By winning the first division of the Schuyler¬ 
ville, Our Dancing Girl earned $16,575 while 
turning the six-furlong distance in 1:111/5. 
The bay filly was bred in Florida by her owner, 
the Elcee-H Stable. 

Solo Landing, a son of First Landing and 
Dari in Patrice, was bred by Miss E. S. Bromley 
who sold him in the 1965 Eastern Fall Yearling 
Sales to Mr. Burt for $15,000. Racing through¬ 
out his entire career in the Burt colors, Solo 
Landing captured the Rancocas Stakes, the 
Swift Stakes, the Francis Scott Key Stakes and 
Laurel’s New Year’s Handicap. Altogether he 
won eight races out of 17 starts before being 
retired following an injury as a 3-year-old. 

Solo Landing’s first crop of foals arrived in 
1969. In his second crop came his first stakes 
winner, Softly, who won the Tri-State Futurity 
and placed in three other stakes. 

His present crop of 2-year-olds appears, 
however, to be by far his best. 

Not only is Solo Landing Maryland’s leading 
stakes sire of 2-year-olds, but he also leads in 
number of winners (5) and money won. □ 


Solo Landing To Florida 

Solo Landing’s owner, Guy H. Burt, re¬ 
vealed early this month that the stallion 
will stand the 1975 season at Meadow- 
brook Farm in Ocala, Fla., for a fee of 
$3,000 live foal.

Northern Dancer Tops At Keeneland 

The Maryland stallion Northern Dancer, who 
was the nation’s leading sire in 1971, attained 
the highest average of all stallions represented 
by offspring at the Keeneland Summer Sales 
last month. 

Northern Dancer was the sire of five year¬ 
lings sold in the Kentucky auction. They 
brought an average price of $130,800 with the 
highest bid being achieved by a filly out of 
Ran-Tan, the dam of stakes winners Top 
Knight and Bold Bikini. 

Carlaine Farm acquired the Ran-Tan filly 
on a bid of $250,000. The youngster is a Mary¬ 
land-bred. She was bred by Kentuckian E. V. 
Benjamin, Jr. 

Although only the third highest priced 
yearling in the sale, she was the most expensive 
filly sold at the auction. 

Northern Dancer, winner of the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness, stands at E. P. Taylor’s 
Windfields Farm in Chesapeake City. His 1974 
stud fee was $25,000 with no guarantees. 

Marylanders At Keeneland Sale 

E. P. Taylor, owner of Windfields Farm in 
Chesapeake City, was the third largest buyer 
at the Keeneland Summer Sales held last month 
in Lexington, Ky. 

Mr. Taylor purchased four fillies and one 
colt at the yearling auctions for a total expendi¬ 
ture of $547,000. Heading his list of purchases 
was a filly by Round Table out of No Demerits 
by Bold Ruler which he acquired on a bid of 
$220,000. He also paid $130,000 for a Nijinsky 
II colt, $75,000 for a Northern Dancer filly, 
$75,000 for a Dr. Fager filly and $47,000 for 
a Silent Screen filly. 

Maryland’s second largest buyer was Milton 
Polinger, owner of Polinger Farm in Olney. 
Mr. Polinger, a member of the Maryland Rac¬ 
ing Commission, bought five yearlings for a 
total of $169,000. 


Other Maryland stables credited with pur¬ 
chases include Vantage Farm ($31,000) and F. 
Gurney Thompson ($27,000). 

J. Bowes Bond, a native Maryland trainer, 
signed as agent for the purchase of five head 
at $355,000. 

Kiss Breaks Leg, Destroyed 

Mrs. Janon Fisher 3d’s promising 3-year-old 
filly Kiss fractured a hind leg in a race at 
Delaware Park in late June and was destroyed 
the following day. A winner at Pimlico in 
$16,500 claiming company, the daughter of 
Aristocratic—Lovedrop by Swashbuckler was 
bred and trained by the owner’s husband. 


Halo Purchased By E. P. Taylor 

Halo, the horse who had been due for 
export to England, was purchased last month 
by E. P. Taylor and will in all probability 
stand next spring at Mr. Taylor’s Windfields 
Farm in Chesapeake City. 

The superbly bred son of Hail to Reason 
was originally sold last year by Mrs. Charles 
Engelhard’s Cragwood Estates to London film 
producer Irving Allen for $600,000 but Mr. 
Allen refused to accept the horse when he 
discovered that he is a cribber. Mr. Allen and 
Mrs. Engelhard are now involved in law suits 
regarding the transaction. 

After collapse of the deal which would have 
sent Halo to stud at Mr. Allen’s Derisley Wood 
Stud in Newmarket, Mrs. Engelhard placed the 
horse back in training. Last month at Aqueduct 
Halo captured the $50,000 Tidal Handicap in 
the Cragwood colors for his third lifetime 
stakes victory. His earnings now stand in ex¬ 
cess of $180,000. 

Although no figure was announced on the 
sale of the horse to Mr. Taylor, it is believed 
that it exceeded the $600,000 originally offered 
by Mr. Allen. 
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Mr. Taylor has not yet announced plans for 
Halo, but it is expected that he will syndicate 
the 5-year-old and stand him at his Maryland 
farm. 

Halo is out of stakes-winning Cosmah ($85,- 
525) and is a half-brother to stakes winners 
Tosmah ($612,588), Fathers Image ($173,- 
318) and Maribeau ($20,925). 

New Stallions At Elberton Hill 

Three new stallions—including the good 
Maryland-bred stakes winner Berkley Prince— 
have been added to the Elberton Hill Farm 
roster for the 1975 season. The new horses 
bring Elberton Hill’s stallion list to seven. All 
stand for fees of $500 live foal. 

In addition to Berkley Prince, the new¬ 
comers at Elberton Hill include Raikwar 
(Ridan—Lea Lark, by Bull Lea) and Valiant 
Man (*Khaled—Ellendale, by Bimelech). Al¬ 
ready at the farm were Foam, Going Abroad, 
Juvenile John and Lord Tomboy. 

Berkley Prince (Rash Prince—Betrayed, by 
Tip-Toe) won three stakes and over $121,000. 
A foal of 1966, the chestnut horse raced in 
the colors of his breeder, the Heichris Stable. 
His first crop of foals will be 2-year-olds next 
year. 

Twixt Invited To Marlboro 

The great Maryland-bred race mare Twixt is 
one of 13 horses invited to compete in the 
$250,000 Marlboro Cup to be run at Belmont 
Park on September 14. 

Winner of over $388,000, the 5-year-old 
daughter of Restless Native early this month 
captured Liberty Bell’s $50,000 Susquehanna 
Handicap for her fourth added money triumph 
of the 1974 season. She has won stakes this 
year at Hollywood Park, Pimlico and Bowie in 
addition to Liberty Bell. 

Owned by Mrs. John M. Franklin and Mr. 
and Mrs. John B. Merryman in partnership, 


Twixt was one of only three distaff runners 
invited to the mile and an eighth Marlboro 
Cup. The other two fillies and mares are Chris 
Evert and Miss Musket who recently par¬ 
ticipated in the world’s richest match race at 
Hollywood Park. 

Others invited to the Marlboro are Cannon¬ 
ade, Forego, Hatchet Man, Holding Pattern, In- 
furiator, Little Current, Prove Out, Quack, Tri 
Jet and True Knight. 

All invitees have until September 4 to de¬ 
clare from the race. 

In winning the Susquehanna early this month 
Twixt carried top weight of 123 pounds and 
won the mile and a sixteenth race by three- 
quarters of a length over Krislin (116 pounds). 
She was timed in 1:44 1/5. 

Trained by Mr. and Mrs. Merryman’s daugh¬ 
ter, Katy Voss, Twixt was last year honored 
as the outstanding Maryland-bred of the 1973 
season. The mare was bred by the Merrymans 
who purchased her dam, Eveleen, from the 1966 
Maryland Fall Sales at Timonium for $2,000. 

Polinger's *Heinz Wins At Saratoga 

Milton Polinger revealed yet another good 
horse at Saratoga early this month when his im¬ 
ported 5-year-old * Heinz won a mile and an 
eighth allowance race in impressive fashion.

► With Timonium closed because of its use 
as a storage depot by the federal government, 
Laurel was scheduled to open the fall racing 
season on Labor Day. The 50-day meeting at 
Laurel (the longest in Maryland’s history) was 
to be followed by a 22-day meeting at Pimlico. 
Sharing with Laurel and Pimlico in the two 
joint-venture meetings would be Havre de 
Grace and Bowie which were denied dates 
because of the war. 

► In an article explaining the use of sailors 
on horseback, the Mounted Beach Patrol of the 
United States Coast Guard was highly praised. 
Wrote the author: ". . . The Mounted Beach 
Patrol has been, up to the present time, the 
chief use in the war of the Army’s great store 
of horses. Covering the coastlines from New 
Jersey’s northern boundary, down through the 
Carolinas, around the peninsula that is Florida, 
along the Gulf shores of Louisiana and Texas, 
and up the West Coast to Canada, the many 
hundreds of horses of the Beach Patrol have 
been proving their worth as a safeguard to our 
country beyond peer.” In the same article it 
was stated: "It is considered proven that a horse 
from 15 hands to 15.2 is the right size for 
any rider. . . . Perhaps the best example of a 
well-known horse, which has everything a good 
beach horse should have, is Charles Howard’s 
great Thoroughbred, Seabiscuit. Seabiscuit could 
carry any Coastguardsman on a 20-mile patrol, 
keep his condition, and cheerfully do a good 
job as well.”

► For the up-coming 50-day meeting at Laurel 
two new officials were appointed. Fred Burton 
was named to succeed John P. Turner, Sr., as 
racing secretary and James Langford was ap¬ 
pointed mutuels manager following the death 
of Herman Frank. 

► Ten-day summer meetings were scheduled 
for Bel Air, Cumberland, Hagerstown and 
Marlboro. Of the state’s five half-milers, only 
Timonium was closed because of the war. 

► David F. Woods, director of publicity at 

Pimlico, reported to his draft board on July 27 
to be taken into the armed services. Wrote the 
editor: . . Mrs. Woods and the two Woods 

children plan to remain in their home on Falls 
Road while the husband and father is in the 
service.” 

► In his Editor’s Saddle Bag, Humphrey S. 
Finney wrote: "Having a day or two of respite 
between assignments on the Pacific Coast the 
Editor is going to try to catch up on the elapsed 
time of some three months or so since the last 
installment of the Saddle Bag appeared. Check¬ 
ing back one finds that Washington, in mid- 
February was our last noted point. Thence 
orders moved us to the balmy Florida skies, 
where, in contrast to the winter we spent there, 
the Thoroughbred once more is king, with great 
goings on at Hialeah and Tropical Park. In 
Florida we had some 500-odd horses to dispose 
of, which was done to the tune of some $90 
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apiece at Delray Beach, Fort Pierce and St. 
Augustine. .. 

► In an article about the Thoroughbred Rac¬ 
ing Associations, it was stated that the organi¬ 
zation has taken a firm stand against the 
legalization of off-track betting. "Harry A. Parr, 
3d, president of the TRA, declared that the 
directors of the association were unanimous in 
their opposition to legislation in any state which 
would legalize off-track betting, notwithstand¬ 
ing the fact that additional revenue would ac¬ 
crue to the tracks if such legislation were 
adopted.”

Humphrey S. Finney, first editor of 
The Maryland Horse, describes his 
life with horses in an autobiography 
written with Raleigh S. Burroughs.

This magazine was founded in July, 1936. 

That first issue consisted of four pages and 
was edited by an Englishman who headed the 
horse department at Sylvester W. Labrot’s 
Holly Beach Farm. 

Humphrey S. Finney was then 33 years old. 
No one could have guessed that he would go 
on to become America’s best known horseman 
while attaining the presidency of the Fasig- 
Tipton Company, one of the world’s great horse 
auctioneering firms. 

On October 25 Finney will celebrate his 
72nd birthday at his home in Versailles, Ky. 
If all of his family attend that party he will 
be surrounded by his wife, son, two daughters 
and eight grandchildren in addition to a son- 
in-law and daughter-in-law. 

Except for the grandchildren and in-laws, 
all members of that group can recall working 
at one time or another on The Maryland 
Horse during the 16 years that Finney was 
its editor. 

Much has happened to Finney since he left 
Maryland in 1953. 

His life has, in fact, been so remarkable 
that Charles Scribner’s Sons this month pub¬ 
lished Finney’s autobiography. It is entitled 
Fair Exchange, sells for $8.95 and was written 
by Finney in collaboration with Raleigh S. Bur¬ 
roughs, the man who succeeded Finney as editor 
of The Maryland Horse 21 years ago. 

As far as I am concerned, Fair Exchange 
is a great book. My only criticism is that it is 
too brief. It could have been twice as long, and 
I would have devoured every page. 

Finney’s words are unmistakable (Bur¬ 
roughs did a great deal of his work from tapes) 
and the light, easy writing style is typical of 
Burroughs at his best. 

Beginning at the beginning, Fair Exchange 
reveals that Finney’s father and grandfather 
were Anglican clergymen. His mother, a 
trained nurse, produced five children of whom 
HSF was the second oldest. 

Inattentive in school and interested only in 
horses, Finney came to this country in 1921 
with 46 guineas as his worldly wealth. The 
two brothers he left behind were both to earn 
Order of the British Empire decorations fol¬ 
lowing their long and more traditional careers 
—one with the General Post Office and the 
other the police service in India. 

Finney parlayed his 46 guineas repeatedly 
in this country and he rarely missed. 

Among his biggest winners was Olive 
Macey, a girl he found living near Holly Beach 
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Farm in Annapolis. Recalling his first date with 
Olive in his newly purchased $125 automobile, 
Finney writes: "The automobiles of that era 
were well built, but there was a standard 
accessory that suggested lack of confidence on 
the part of the manufacturer. That was the 
crank. If the car didn’t start the way you hoped 
it would, you got out and turned the motor 
over by manpower. So I got out, took off my 
green-and-white blazer, carefully placed it on 
the clean seat, and cranked and cranked. I 
was dripping with perspiration, thoroughly 
annoyed and ruing the day I squandered the 
hundred and a quarter when Olive called, 
Took here a minute.’ 

"I looked. 'Why don’t you turn this thing?’ 
she asked. 

" 'This thing’ was the ignition key. 

"I turned it, stepped on the starter, and that 
fine, dependable car moved smoothly away. It 
was a rather embarrassing situation for a fellow 
to be in on his first date with a girl, but Olive 
laughed, and gave me another chance. She has 
been solving my problems ever since.” 

All three of the Finney children were born 
while HSF was working at Holly Beach. He 
describes his 10 years at the Maryland horse 
farm as the "happiest years of my life.” 


From Holly Beach Finney moved to Towson 
to become full-time editor of The Maryland 
Horse and field secretary for the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. 

Next came Fasig-Tipton and his steady rise 
to international stature. 

He recalls with fondness his close association 
with George Swinebroad at countless auction 
sales and gives a vivid account of the sale of 
the Louis B. Mayer horses. 

Saratoga and its cast of characters unfold as 
lifelike individuals—and, always in the reader’s 
mind’s eye, there stands Finney peering over 
the top of his half-moon glasses, walking stick 
hung on his forearm while he peruses yet 
another year’s catalogue. 

Unlike his brothers, he was never decorated 
by the British. 

But he has been decorated by horsepeople 
of all nationalities—with praise, affection and 
admiration in addition to the formal honors 
that have come his way. 

No one who knows Finney should miss this 
book. And in all the whole world over, is 
there a single horseman who doesn’t know the 
little man with the booming voice?

Hats Off To Colonel Baker 

Ever have a pet theory that you're trying to sell, and then discover a man you've 
never met who expresses the same thoughts which he arrived at independently? Right 
away you have great admiration for the stranger. 

That's the way I feel about Lieut. Col. Charles Baker, chairman of the Ontario Jockey 
Club. 

Last month in an interview with Edward L. Bowen, managing editor of "The Blood- 
Horse," Colonel Baker made this observation: 

"We are dedicated to the sport, but you can't have the sport without the patron, 
and you can't have the patron without the horse. The tracks are the catalysts bringing 
all the elements together. 

"As for the future, remember this, pony club enrollments in the last 10 years have 
had a rise that has been phenomenal. When a kid joins a club and rides a pony, he 
potentially is a future customer for racing. Sure, some kids drop out and go skate or 
something, but I think our market is there. We have to go and attract it." 

Thanks to an imaginative Board of Directors, the Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion can inform Colonel Baker with some degree of pride that we are in fact going out 
and attracting those pony clubbers. 

What we did here in Maryland was to start a new magazine (called "Horse Play") 
which is aimed at precisely the youngsters mentioned by Colonel Baker. We hope to 
guide many of these young readers to the race tracks. This will, of course, take years 
to accomplish, but that, after all, is what we mean when we say "for the future of the 
sport."
